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What Were the Reformers 


© Crying to Reform 


By Horace McCracken 


(NOTE: This article ran in part 
with another article by the same au- 
thor in June 8 issue, therefore we are 
running it in part so the readers may 
have the entire article.) 


In early modern history I was im- 
pressed with the number and variety 
of reformers and religious leaders who 
appeared in the sixteenth century: 
Savonarola, Colet, Erasmus, Luther, 
Zwingli, and Calvin, as well as many 
lesser. It is easy—and conventional— 
to point out their differences, as, for 
example, the split between Luther and 
Calvin over transubstantiation, but it 
occurred to me that if we could dis- 
cover what it was that all of the re- 
formers agreed on in common, if any- 
thing, we must in those points be ap- 
proaching areas of central truth. Fur- 
thermore, the burden of proof is on 
the minority: the person who breaks 
away from what most everyone else 
is believing and is willing to stand for 
his belief even at the cost of personal 
harm, must have strong reasons for 
his belief. 

Now, we are all more or less familiar 
with the principles of Luther’s re- 
forms, since evangelical churches are 
still opposing essentially the same 
things. Let us pause, however, for a 
moment, to add to our perspective of 
church history by noting what it was 
that the Catholic reformers undertook 
to reform; for after some decades of 
the Reformation, the Catholic Church 
bestirred itself to some internal re- 
forms called Counter-reformation, 
chief among whose leaders were Igna- 
tius of Loyola, Pius V, Gregory XIII, 
and Sixtus V. Their reforms fell into 
these classes: objection against the 
moral corruption of the _ clergy, 
worldliness and financial greed of the 
clergy, and ignorance of the clergy; 
together with an increase in mission- 
ary and educational work and a care- 
ful definition and enforcement of 
Catholic doctrine. 

The great men Luther, Zwingli, and 
Calvin were, of course, strongly op- 
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posed to the first-mentioned three 
conditions, for they had started the 
objection in the first place, and also 
agreed quite closely in actively re- 
pudiating the following doctrines: Au- 
thority of the Pope (as the representa- 
tive of Christ) , priesthood and confes- 
sion of sins to the priest, authority of 
traditions, sale of indulgences, salva- 
tion through works and penances, 
monastic and ascetic ideal for Chris- 
tianity (meaning that they felt sal- 
vation should be joyous rather than 
sad), prayer to Mary and the saints, 
Holy Orders, and purgatory, as well 
as some others. 

At the conclusion of that work, I ob- 
served that virtually all of the reform- 
ers, both Catholic and Protestant, 
agreed in one respect: One must live 
the moral standard he preaches. (This 
was in contrast to the rather wide- 
spread belief that a person could be 
used by God to bring salvation to oth- 


ers even though he himself was living 
in sin.) 

As for the Protestant reformers, they 
reached a very general agreement in 
the following respects: 

1. Repentance must be in the heart, 
and confession of sins to God. 

2. The work of Christ on the cross 
is the complete and final sacrifice for 
sin, and no good works of ours can 
have any merit or contribute in any 
way to salvation. 

3. The revelation of salvation 
through Christ is contained in the 
Bible to the exclusion of tradition, and 
the meaning of the Scripture is to be 
determined by reason and scholarship, 
rather than by a dependence on of- 
ficial interpretations given by the 
Church. 

4. “Sooner or later the Reformers al- 
Ways came to the conclusion that the 
first great practical evil was the au- 
thority of the Pope .... The papacy 
was contrary to Scripture, not simply 
because there were sundry texts 
against it, but chiefly because it was 
the center of a system which had been 
shown by experience to make void the 
righteousness of God revealed in the 
Scripture.”—Encyclopedia of Religion 
and Ethics.

When, during the Civil War, Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee was not so well 
known as a great commander, he was 
severely criticized on many occasions 
by a General Whiting. This General 
Whiting was a brilliant man. He had 
been the top man in their class at West 
Point. He had a great deal of influence 
with Jefferson Davis, the president of 
the confederacy. 

One day, Mr. Davis desired a man 
for a most important mission. Sending 
for General Lee, he asked Lee’s opin- 
ion of Whiting. Lee answered with- 
out hesitation, commending Whiting 
as one of the most able men in all 
the army, well qualified in every way 
for even the most responsible place. 

Other officers who overheard Lee’s 
words were amazed. They knew of

One of them called Lee 
aside. “Don’t you know what unkind 
things Whiting has been saying about 
you?” he asked. 

“I understand,” Lee replied, “that 
President Davis desired to know my 
opinion of General Whiting, not Whit- 
ing’s opinion of me.” 

This, of course, was but characteris- 
tic of General Lee’s character and life. 
He was one of the most fair-minded, 
able, generous and brave men of our 
country’s history. 

“A soft answer turneth away wrath” 
(Prov. 15:1), and kind words about 
those who speak evilly of us are worth 
more than gold or rubies. Such words 
are very rare today. It is an almost 
unheard-of thing to hear a person say 
nice things about an enemy. Certainly, 
nothing so surely and indelibly marks 
a true Christian spirit in anyone than

The Shadow and Crime 


BERLIN—The four powers occupy- 
ing Germany, aided by German civilian 
police, are pushing a concerted drive 
against vice and delinquency which is 
bringing in about 2,300 Berlin women 
and girls weekly. 

Up to last week, 50% of those ex- 
amined had venereal diseases. A 
campaign of compulsory treatment is 
now reducing this to approximately 
25%. 

In launching the anti-vice drive, 
military government authorities are 
tackling what one senior American 
medical officer called “the greatest 
morals problem in the world.” 

He estimated there are 250,000 wom- 
en of “easy virtue” in Berlin, among 
whom at least 60,000 are classified as 
professional or semi-professional pros- 
titutes. The medical officer said: 

“To explain these figures one must 
first of all remember that the Nazis 
encouraged illegitimacy to promote the 
birth rate. And now here’s a beaten 
up city of 3,000,000 people occupied by 
armies of four nations. It’s a city 
through which stream many thousands 


of refugees with many lost children, 
a city in which food and shelter are 
short, a city in which many thousands 
of women lost their men through 
death or imprisonment.” 

The “Shadow Knows” the wretched- 
ness of crime. If, however, the terrible- 
ness of crime or sin -was apparently 
overlooked, it remains that God knows, 
and men are sure to reap as they have 
sown.

The Bible defines sin as 
the transgression of the 
law. However, in the true 


transgression and its 
cause. Without the cause 
the act would not occur 
therefore the cause or 
root of sin is sin, the same 
as the act. 
Fruits of Sin 

Sometime ago, a man I 
knew got his throat cut 
and narrowly escaped 
death. Sin was to blame. 
In my home town a young 
man, a bank cashier, 
robbed the bank, for which 
he was sent to prison, los- 
ing his position and repu- 
tation which he had at- 
tained through years of 
faithful service. Sin was 
to blame. Another man 
shot and killed his broth- 
er’s wife. Sin was to blame. 
Many years of my life 
were spent in drunken- 
ness and infidelity. Sin 
was to blame. I have wit- 
nessed two mighty global 
conflicts in which millions 
of lives were lost and 
great suffering resulted. 
Sin was responsible. James 
4:1-4. Statistics show that 
over four hundred thou- 
sand of our dear boys and girls have 
turned from honorable pursuits to a 
life of crime. Sin is responsible. If it 
were not for sin, we could dispense 
with our law enforcement, reforma- 
tories, jails, many of our hospitals, 
health resorts, and physicians. Hearts 
are broken, homes destroyed and lives 
wrecked by sin. The destruction, suf- 
fering, sorrow, and death wrought by 
sin is incalculable. 

God’s Attitude Toward Sin 
God’s attitude toward sin is reflect- 
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ed in His punishment of sin. See Gen. 
3:3-18; Gen. 6:6, 7; Num. 25:1-9; Josh. 
7:18-25; Num. 16:32; 2 Sam. 6:7; Num. 
11:33; Lev. 10:1; Num. 15:30-36; 1 Sam. 
6:19; 2 Sam. 24:15. 
Origin of Sin 

The act of sin originated in the Gar- 
den of Eden by our foreparents Adam 
and Eve, but the cause preceded the 
act; therefore, we must look elsewhere 
for it. For thousands of years, philoso- 
phers have sought in vain for the 
cause of sin. The only true source of 
knowledge of good and evil is the 





Bible, hence we shall confine our 
search for truth to the Holy Scriptures. 
In the seventh chapter of Romans, 14 
to the 24th verses, the Apostle Paul 
definitely implies that the source or 
root of sin is in the flesh, human body. 
Also, that in his fallen state he was 
helplessly bound and controlled by sin 
working in his members. Study closely. 

The mighty motions of sin which are 
rocking the world today are not em- 
anating from a monstrous demon go- 
ing to and fro in the earth, and walk- 


ing up and down in it. But are gush- 
ing forth from that fountain of sin 
couched deep in our mortal being. 
What is this fountain of sin? It is the 
CARNALITY OF MAN. What are the 
motions of sin working in our mem- 
bers? They are the carnal desires or 
lusts of the flesh. For confirmation of 
this statement see James 1:13-15. 


Where is this carnality located in 
our fleshly being? In the senses. Our 
bodies are constituted with five senses; 
namely, sense of taste, sense of smell, 
sense of hearing, sense of sight and 
sense of feeling. Certain 
exterior substances when 
brought into contact with 
said senses produce a 
pleasing sensation known 
as pleasure. The desires of 
our senses, together with 
the evil emotions resulting 
therefrom, constitute what 
Paul called motions of sin 
and James called lusts 
that tempt and lead to 
sin. That sin is carnality 
in the flesh is positively 
established by Paul in Ro- 
mans 8:3, 6, 7. 


A study of the Bible're- 
veals that sin in humanity 
originates from the lusts 
of the flesh, lusts of the 
eyes, or the pride of life. 
Eve sinned lusting for the 
forbidden fruit. Israel 
sinned in the wilderness 
lusting for the fleshpots 
of Egypt. Achan sinned 
coveting the Babylonish 
garment, golden wedge 
and two hundred shekels 
of silver. Korah sinned 
lusting for leadership and 
power. David sinned cov- 
eting Uriah’s wife. Israel 
committed the sin of re- 
bellion and refused to en- 
ter the promised land be- 
cause of fear and dis- 
pleasure of the carnal 
mind. 

If sin originates in the flesh, the 
question arises, What part does Satan 
play in the program of sin? Satan per- 
verts truth when and wherever pos- 
sible; deceives concerning the punish- 
ment of sin; and agitates anger, mal- 
ice, hatred and retaliation arising 
from strife over things of the flesh; 
suggests and encourages carnal in- 
dulgencies by removing restraint of 
fear from our hearts. Satan’s sugges-

The Revelation of Paul 


NADYNE CLOUSE 


1 Thess. 4:13-18 

We usually think of John when we 
speak of the “revelator.” However, 
Paul, the apostle, was given a great 
revelation too—‘the Church Age,” the 
most prominent doctrine of which 
was the “rapture.” The old prophets 
prophesied of the resurrection and 
the millennial reign, but they did not 
know of the rapture. A number of the 
saints of Paul’s day who had studied 
the Old Testament, wondered what 
would happen to those who were alive 
at Christ’s coming (appearing), and 
thought Christ was coming at that 
time, thus were looking for His im- 
mediate return. 


In verse 13, Paul is not upbraiding 
the saints but making known to them 
the revelation of the mystery of the 
church. He did not want them to be 
ignorant or to misunderstand the 
truth; therefore, he tells them of the 
chronological happening of events. He 
begins by telling or reminding them 
of the resurrection of the sleeping 
saints and leads up to his point or the 
“rapture.” He tells them not to be 
sorrowful because they have hope and 
are not like unto others who know not 
God. 

Verse 14, Paul states that this point 
of his doctrine is based upon the

Eccl. 9:8, “Let thy garments be al- 
ways white.” 


“Always” means all the time; con- 
tinually; without end; never ceasing 
to be white. 

God has no color, but He loves white. 
In fact, white is all He’ll have. “White” 
means pure; innocent; without tint, 
stain, dinge, streak, or stripe. God’s 
garments are always white, holy, sanc- 
tified. Exod. 28:2, “Thou shalt make 
holy garments for Aaron... for glory 
and for beauty.” Holy garments are 
always white, always long enough, al- 
ways thick enough. 

In Baruch 5:2, of the Apocrypha, are 
these words, “Cast about thee a double 
garment of the righteousness which 
cometh from God.” These words are 
in the same chapter, “Arise, O Jerusa- 
lem, and stand on high, and look about 
toward the east, and behold thy chil- 
dren gathered from the west unto the 
east by the word of the holy one... 
for God will show thy brightness unto 
every country under heaven.” Surely 
this is a timely scripture, as the Jews 
are going east now. Yes, it is marriage 
supper time (or so near), and it is no 
time to have on grey clothes, for grey 
is not God’s color. I rather think it is 
the devil’s—half white, half black. 

God had this to say about Ephraim, 
“Ephraim is joined to idols: let him 
alone.” Charmed, glued or bewitched 
by his idols—he is a cake unturned— 
half raw—half cooked. He “hath 
mixed himself among the people... . 
Strangers have devoured his strength, 
and he knoweth it not: yea, gray hairs 
are here and there upon him, yet he 
knoweth not.” 

We hear of churches wanting a pas- 
tor that is a good mixer, but I think 
we need some good separators, who 
will keep the black out so we can stay 
white. 

Grey is a type of being lukewarm— 
neither cold or hot—sickening—dis- 
gusting. Another thing, grey is a fore- 
runner of death. When Christians mix 
with the world till they become grey, 
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they are very close to being walking 
carcasses. 

“Let thy garments be always white.” 
In Rev. 19, we read about the Lamb’s 
wife making herself ready. She was 
arrayed in fine (expensive) linen 
“clean and white.” The margin says 
“bright,” which means they hadn’t 
lost the glow. This dress is the right- 
eousness of the saints—their holiness, 
innocency, own personal abiding 
sanctification. There are too many 
cheap, common, secondhand Chris- 
tians today. There are entirely too 
many bastards, because so few will 
bear chastisement so they can become 
partakers of God’s holiness. Not many 
want the refining fires of correction 
so they can be pure and perfectly 
white—WITHOUT A BLEMISH. Yes, 
there are too easy-to-buy Christians 
out these days. Their price is so low! 
Judas sold Christ for thirty pieces of 
silver ($5.75 in our money, someone 
said). Well, some are selling out for 
less than that. When we allow the 
devil to put his nasty, smutty fingers 
on us, our price is coming down; our 
value is gone. 


I heard of a merchant marking sev- 
eral suitssthat had been handled by 
the public, with a tag like this: 
“Slightly soiled. Price greatly reduced.” 
I fear we don’t esteem a good name 
high enough! “Let thy garments be 
always white.” Again I ask the ques- 
tion, Who is responsible for so many 
grey, soiled or spotted Christians? I 
answer by saying, We preachers are. 
If our people see Christ in us; if they 
see holiness, purity and whiteness, and 
nothing but whiteness, the majority of 
them will become white. 

Turn to the 30th chapter of Genesis 
and read how Jacob put streaked 


Sticks in the cattles’ drinking water 


and caused them to bring forth all 
kinds of colors. Well, preachers, when 
people behold us, when they eat from 
us, when they drink from us, they’ll 
begin to look and act like us. If we are 
spotted, they’ll be spotted. If we are 
dingy, they’ll be dingy. If we are cheap 
and common, they’ll be the same way. 
If we are holy, they'll be holy. If we 
are white, they’ll be white. Preacher, 
let your garments be always white, for 
if you get one spot on you, your mem- 
bers will get two. 

Well, after all, the best and only sure 
remedy for whiteness is for sanctified 
preachers to preach sanctification, in 
the old time way, with little words and 
big power, instead of big words and lit- 
tle power. I am a great believer in 
homiletics, but a sermon can be homi- 


leticed to death. I once had an evan- 
gelist that would stop in his preach- 
ing and say, “You folk stare at me like 
a calf looking at a new gate.” Well, 
I think it possible to puzzle anything 
with a lot of useless definitions. The 
world will not learn God by man’s 
wisdom any way. We can do more good 
by being good than in any other way, 
so let’s keep in mind that God loves 
white. White is all He’ll have. “Let thy 
garments be always white.”

Some time ago, we wrote a sermon 
on “The Empty Seats.” It seemed to 
have struck a responsive note, as well 
it might; empty pews are a matter 
of general concern and discussion. In 
that sermon we looked at some of the 
reasons and excuses that were offered 
in justification for the absence of wor- 
shipers, and at the same time we tried 
to answer the excuses. As we thought 
a little more deeply on the matter, we 
have come to the conclusion that we 
had not mentioned the first and 
greatest reason why there are so many 
empty seats in our congregations. The 
reason there are many empty seats is 
because there are so many empty pul- 

pits. 

“When we speak of empty pulpits, we 
do not mean that there is a scarcity of 
ministers and that churches have to 
be closed on that account. What we 
mean is that the pulpit is empty be- 
cause it is not functioning as a Chris- 
tian pulpit should. There may be a 
man in it who has many commendable 
gifts and qualities, but as far as being 
a preacher of the gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, he is not qualified by per- 
sonal experience or by training. What 
he preaches is another gospel which is 
not another; there is only one gospel 
of Christ (Gal. 1:6-9). A former de- 
nominational secretary in our state, 
Vermont, used to say that he would 
rather have a pulpit empty without a 
man than with a man. The people are 
getting pious platitudes and good ad- 
vice instead of the gospel of the grace 
of God ministered to us through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. The result is that 
the true believers are not fed with the 
milk and the meat of the Word, and 
they go elsewhere. Others never have 
their consciences stirred or their feel- 
ings aroused; they are lulled to sleep 
spiritually and eventually they prefer 
to sleep at home. And this is by no 
means a rare occurrence, as the banks 
of empty pews indicate. 

This state of affairs is not some- 
thing -new or belonging wholly to 
present days, nor are we the first to 
call attention to it. We can trace it 
back to the earliest times in the spir- 
itual history of the human race. We, 
find that whenever God appeared in

grace to men, and established some 
institution which would be a means of 
grace to the sinner to lead him to the 
presence and into fellowship with God, 
Satan would immediately marshal his 
forces and seek to destroy that institu- 
tion. He used two methods: violence 
and guile. When one method failed, he 
tried the other. When he succeeded, as 
he usually did after a time, the result 
was equivalent to what we call an emp- 
ty pulpit. That institution ceased 
to function as an agency for the spir- 
itual life of man. More than that, it 
became perverted and ministered to 
the spiritual death of multitudes of 
people, and many of the people were 
unconsciously deceived. This institu- 
tion, they knew, had been established 
by God, and they naturally supposed 
that God was still in it in saving pow- 
er. 

It is easy to find examples in the 
Word of God where such conditions 
prevailed. We can go back to the gates 
of Eden, when our first parents sinned 
and were driven out of Eden. God pro- 
vided a way by which they and their 
children could approach Him in an 
acceptable way. This was by the altar 
and by the sacrifice of a lamb. In 
process of time Cain and Abel came 
with an offering to the Lord. Abel 
came with the required sacrifice and 
was accepted (Gen. 4:4; Heb. 11:4), 
but Cain came in the way of disobedi- 
ence and self-will. He’offered only the 
fruit of the ground, the fruit of a sin- 
cursed earth. He left out the blood of 
substitutionary sacrifice. He was vir- 
tually annulling God’s ordinance and 
establishing one of his own. Though 
he was condemned by God and 
warned, Cain went out angry, unre- 
pentant and established a way of his 
own—and this was followed by a large 
majority of the human race from that 
day to.this. Jude, in New Testament 
times, writing of the. false teachers 
that abounded even then, describes 


‘them as having “gone in the way of 


Cain” (v. 11); that is, they have a 
man-made form of worship: they 
leave out the blood. This Cainite tribe 
has increased tremendously in our 
times and is one of the great contrib- 
utory causes of present-day spiritual 


declension. 

Another way in which the divine or- 
dinances were prostituted to an evil 
purpose is seen in the worship of the 
golden calf at Mount Sinai. When 
Moses, the man of God, was on the 
mountain receiving the law, the people 
became restless because of his ab- 
sence and rebelled. Presumably, some 
of the “more liberal” members of the 
camp wanted a more liberal interpre- 
tation of religion and one that was 
more attractive to the world. They 
came to Aaron with a proposition to 
make them new gods which should go 
before them. Aaron was a weak-kneed, 
spineless compromiser, who catered to 
the public demand. He called for an 
offering, and with the gold he made 
a calf and built an altar before it 
(Exod. 32). In a show of keeping the 
old and uniting it with the new, he 
proclaimed a feast to Jehovah. The 
feast turned into a dance, as some of 
our present-day religious gatherings 
are doing; and, because the dance 
was patterned after the Egyptian 
dances, they would call it a “folk 
dance”; therefore, it was interesting, 
instructive, educational—and religious. 
They dressed, or rather undressed, ac- 
cording to the custom, and their 
shame was made evident to their en- 
emies (Exod. 32). In the irony of fate, 
it was Moses, their rejected leader, 
who interceded for them and saved 
them from the wrath of God. 

Another example of empty pulpits 
is in the early days of Samuel the 
prophet. We read: “And the Word of 
the Lord was precious in those days, 
there was no open vision” (1 Sam. 3: 
1). There were priests enough, but 
they were dissolute and corrupt, and 
their sinful actions brought the offer- 
ing of the Lord into disrepute (1 Sam. 
2:17). The result was that the people 
were left in ignorance of the will of 
the Lord and to the spiritual darkness 
into which they were born. It was then 
that the grace of God intervened and 
sent them a prophet who brought 
spiritual blessing to the nation. 

This condition was especially bad in 
the days of our Lord. The religioys 
leaders made a great pretense of piety; 
but their religion was formal, exter-

nal, hypocritical and selfish. They had 
no joy in their religion, and they 
brought no joy to the people. Our Lord 
stated the case exactly when he told 
them that they had taken away the 
key of knowledge; they entered not in 
themselves, and them that were en- 
tering they hindered. They were a 
double hindrance to any true seeker 
after truth. They. were passing out 
false doctrine on the one hand, and 
on the other they were standing in the 
way. Such is the case of any empty 
pulpit, such as we have described. 

We have already stated that we have 
not been the first to protest against 
this state of affairs. Ever since this 
evil began there have been some dis- 
cerning souls who lifted their voices 
in protest. The prophets, especially, 
since the days of Samuel on down to 
present days, raised their voices and 


. condemned this evil in no uncertain 


terms. We have not the space to cite 
many examples. The Bible student can 
find them easily. We will cite one case 
only. 

That example is from the prophecy 
of Ezekiel. It is the Word of the Lord, 
and it is- His indictment of ali who 
come under this category which we 
have been discussing: “Son of man, 
prophesy against the shepherds of Is- 
rael...that do feed themselves! should 
not the shepherds feed the flocks? Ye 
eat the fat, and ye clothe you with 
wool, ye kill them that are fed: but 
ye feed not the flock. The diseased 
have ye not strengthened, neither 
have ye healed them which was sick, 
neither have ye bound up that which 
was broken, neither have ye brought 
again that which was driven away, 
neither have ye sought that which was 
lost; but with force and with cruelty 
have ye ruled them. And they were 
scattered, because there was no shep- 
herd: and they became meat to all 
the beasts of the field, when they 
were scattered. My sheep wandered 
through all the mountains, and upon 
every high hill: yea, my flock was 
scattered upon all the face of the 
earth, and none did search or seek 
after them. Therefore, ye shepherds, 
hear the Word of the Lord; As I live, 
saith the Lord God, surely because my 
flock became a prey, and my flock be- 
came meat to every beast of the field, 
because there was no shepherd, nei- 
ther did my shepherds search for my 
flock, but the shepherds fed them- 
selves, and fed not the flock; there- 
fore, O ye shepherds, hear the word 
of the Lord; thus saith the Lord God: 


> Behold I am against the shepherds; 
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‘and I will require my flock at their 


hand, and cause them to cease feeding 
the flock; neither shall the shepherds 
feed themselves any more; for I will 
deliver my flock from their mouth, 
that they may not be meat for them” 
(34:1-10). Comment is unnecessary. 

It is pertinent for us to ask now: 
“What is it that makes a pulpit emp- 
ty today?” We think we can give a 
few answers to that question. We have 
all the teaching of the New Testament 
to guide us. 

A pulpit is empty, in the sense of 
our text, when the man in it has not 
had the experience of the new birth. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ Himself tells 
us that that is the one indispensable 
condition of seeing and of entering 
into the Kingdom of God (John 3:3). 
Furthermore, the Word tells us that 
“the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him: neither can 
he know them, because they are spir- 
itually discerned” (1 Cor. 2:14). How, 
then, could a person, who is incapable 
of receiving and knowing the things 
of the Spirit, pass them on to others? 
Sometimes God, in accordance with 
His sovereign will, used an instrument 
that was not born again, as He did 
in the case of Baalam, the beast he 
rode, and the high priest in the day of 
our Lord. But the divine order for the 
dissemination of the gospel is to be 
through a person who has been born 
again. Otherwise that pulpit is empty: 

A pulpit is empty when the man in 
it does not believe that the Bible is 
divinely and verbally inspired, au- 
thoritative in all matters that pertain 
to faith and doctrine. He places him- 
self on a plain higher than the Word 
of God. He is its critic. He passes judg- 
ment on what is truth and what is 
not. He is doing two evil things: he is 
discrediting the Word of God, and he 
is exalting human wisdom. God can- 
not bless such a ministry. The pulpit 
is empty. 


A pulpit is empty when the occupa- 
tion does not believe in the deity of 
our Lord. This is one of the founda- 
tional doctrines of the Christian faith. 
One who denies it, denies the truth- 
fulness of the Bible. He denies the wit- 
ness of the Spirit, and the convictions 
of the saints of all ages. He has no 
gospel of redemption to preach; the 
best he can do is give ethical counsel. 
As a Christian pulpit which he. occu- 
pies, it is empty. 

A pulpit is empty when the man in 
it denies the substitutionary sacrifice 


of our Lord Jesus Christ; in other 
words, when he leaves out the blood. 
He deliberately sets himself athwart 
the consistent teaching of the whole 
Word of God. The gospel is: “For he 
hath made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made 
the righteousness of God in him” (2 
Cor. 5:21; Rom. 4:25; 1 Cor. 15:3, 4; 
1 Peter 1:18-20). When any one denies 
this great truth, the pulpit is worse 
than empty; it has become a place 
where Satan’s seat is. 

Again, a pulpit is empty when there 
is no recognition of the Holy Spirit. 
It is the function of the Spirit to take 
of the things of Christ and reveal 
them unto us. It is His function, also, 
to use us as instruments in His hands. 
The gospel is to be preached “with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from heaven” 
(1 Peter 1:12). Where He is absent, 
the pulpit is vacant. 

The pulpit is empty unless it is 
bathed in the love of God and the 
preacher overflowing with it. Paul de- 
clares that eloquence, knowledge, 
faith, and benevolence are no sub- 
stitutes for the love of God which is 
shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Spirit which is given unto us. Where 
there is no real love for the souls of 
men and for their spiritual welfare, 
there is a barren service. 

A pulpit may be empty for a season 
because the preacher is out of fellow- 
ship with God. He may have done 
wrong and has never confessed it and 
sought restoration. The preacher may 
get into a state where he is more con- 
cerned for his own glory than for the 
glory of God. God cannot bless such 
a ministry. That is what Paul had in 
mind when he wrote: “I therefore so 
run, not as uncertainly; so fight I, not 
as one that beateth the air: but I 
keep under my body, and bring it in- 
to subjection: lest that by any means, 
when I have preached to others, I my- 
self should be a castaway” (1 Cor. 9: 
26, 27). We all can, with profit, follow 
this example of Paul who filled his 
pulpit from first to last—Gospel Her- 
ald.

tions would be fruitless unless there 
was a carnal desire to reinforce them. 


You may object that Jesus said out 
of the heart proceed evil thoughts, 
murder, adultery, fornication, thefts, 
falsewitness, and blasphemies. True, 
the heart of the natural or fallen man 
is so closely related to his flesh that 
it falls right in line and rejoices with 
the flesh in its pleasures. There is no 
desire found in the heart that does not 
originate in the carnality of the flesh. 
The desire arises in the flesh and is 
relayed to the heart. Habitual indul- 
gence of pleasure creates a love and 
desire in the heart, after which the 
heart lusts with the flesh. Anger, mal- 
ice, enmity, murder, etc., arise in the 
heart from opposition and interfer- 
ence in the pursuit of said pleasures. 

Does the desire of fornication arise 
in the heart or in the sense of feeling? 
Does the desire for drink arise in the 
heart or in the sense of taste? And 
does not anger and ill will arise from 
the heart because of interference with 
our execution of said desires? 

You may ask, If sin originates in the 
flesh, where does the sin of angels 
originate? It can rise from pride or 
self-will, but not from carnality. Rev. 
12:9 reveals that Satan was cast out 
of heaven. In Isaiah 44:12-15, we find, 
no doubt, that the cause of his being 
cast out was pride and self-exaltation, 
which in turn created self-will and re- 
bellion. Regardless of the sin of an- 
gels, the fact remains established by 
the scripture that sin in the human 
race originates in the carnality of 
man, 


Restoration of Fallen Man 

If by sin man fell from the grace of 
God, is it logical to assume that he 
can be restored without the eradica- 
tion gf sin? The answer is NO, posi- 
tively NO. “Know ye not that the un- 
righteous shall not inherit the king- 
dom of God?” 1 Cor. 6:9. If then, as 
Paul said, we are sold under sin in the 
flesh and are helpless in its bondage, 
how shall we overcome it and make 
ourselves fit to dwell with God? for the 
scriptures plainly state that we purify 
ourselves. 1 John 3:3. The answer is 
found in Romans 8:2-4. “The law of 
the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus (Holy 
Spirit) hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death. For what the 
law could not do, in that it was weak 
through the flesh, God sending his Son 
in the likeness of sinful flesh, and 
for sin, condemned sin in the flesh: 
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That the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit.” 
Well, GLORY! the Holy Ghost delivers 
us from the power of sin and death. 
That brings to mind the promise of 
Jesus, “But ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you.” Does indwelling of the Holy Spir- 
it signify that carnality is completely 
eradicated? No, Paul said to the Cor- 
inthians, “Ye are yet carnal,” 1 Cor. 
3:3. In the sixteenth verse of this same 
chapter he says, “Know ye not that 
ye are the temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you?” The 
Spirit helps our infirmities and em- 
powers us to eradicate sin from the 
flesh, heart and life. But there is only 
one way we can have this power. The 
power is in the Spirit, and to obtain 
the power we must walk in the Spirit. 
“This I. say then, Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfill the lusts of the 
flesh,” Gal. 5:16. You remember that 
James said; “When lust hath con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth sin: and sin, 
when it is finished bringeth forth 
death.” If we don’t walk in the 
Spirit, we will fulfill the lusts of 
the flesh, we sin, and if -we sin, 
we die. What is walking in the 
Spirit? Walking in the Spirit is follow- 
ing wholly after spiritual things. 
“They that are after the flesh do mind 
the things of the flesh; but they that 
are after the Spirit the things of the 
Spirit,”? Rom. 8:5. 

Beloved, may we be so yielded that 
the God of all righteousness may 
sanctify us wholly by His Spirit and 
our belief (obedience) in the truth.

faith of the saints in the fundamen- 
tals (precept upon precept) of 
Christ’s death and resurrection. He 
Says, in other words, if you believe 
(if your faith.is sound) in that Jesus 
both died and was resurrected, you 
need not be concerned or anxious 
over those who have fallen asleep in 
the Lord, for, if God raised up Christ, 
He will also raise that which is 
Christ’s at His coming. He has the 
power to raise the saints, also, if He 
raised Christ. But the principle of 
your faith is what counts here. Paul 
shows them. / 

In verse 15, Paul states that he 
speaks this doctrine by the word of 
the Lord or by (revelation) which 
God had given him. 


In verse 16, he gives us a picture of 
the Lord as the “Lion of the Tribe of 
Judah.” For Christ shall come, shout- 

’ ing, down from the skies, with a 
mighty voice, a great voice, and with 
the trump (power) of God Almighty, 
with power and might over all, 
(saints), and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first. 

Look at verse 17a. It seems to me 
that the dead shall have reached the 
height of the clouds and we can see 
them going up before we are caught 
up with them. Paul says that Christ 
Shall come and we shall all be 
changed in the twinkling of an eye, 
but he didn’t say we would be caught 
up in the twinkling of an eye. He said 
we shall be changed, for this mortal 
must put on immortality and this cor- 
ruptible must put on incorruption. 


(b) “And so shall we ever be with 
the Lord,” ever in our changed bodies, 
our immortal bodies. The scripture 

° here does not mean that we shall for- 

rT ee be in the air with Christ. It does 
not say “and there shall we ever be 
with the Lord.” It says, “And so shall 
we ever be with the Lord.” “So,” 
means thus or for this reason. For this 
reason we are changed, that we can 
forever be able to stand in the pres- 
ence of Christ. 

I don’t want to be left up in the air 
forever. I believe I shall also inheir 
the new heaven and earth of Revela- 
tion 2. I also believe I shall reign on 
earth with Christ for a thousand 
years during the millennium of Christ’s 
kingdom. And I believe I shall have ac- 
cess to that beautiful city, New Jeru- 
salem, which comes down from God 
out of heaven at the close of Christ’s 

—* years’ reign. '

this. Jesus told us to love our enemies; 
He also provided the means, the 
strength, the power, with which to do 
so. No one but a truly Spirit-filled 
Christian can do this, in sincerity. It 
takes the power of God in a life. It re- 
quires something which mere “human 
nature” just doesn’t possess. Indeed, it 
is something quite contrary to human 
nature; it is a manifestation of the 
Divine nature in the one who speaks 
kindly when wronged and maligned. 

A Christian man testified in a meet- 
ing on one occasion that the greatest, 
happiest moment of his entire life 
came when he was able, by God’s grace 
and power, to forgive a bitter enemy 
who wronged him cruelly, and then to 
speak kindly of that person. “I have 
never since then doubted the power of 
God, nor that He can and does impart 
divine and supernatural strength to a 
person for use on such occasions, if we 
sincerely desire to use that strength 
in accordance with His will,” he added. 
“But God will not give such strength 
to us unless He knows that we truly 
intend to use it to His glory.” 

So rare is this power to return good 
for evil . . . kind words for unkind 
ones ... favors for mean acts... 
that there is no sure mark of a true 
Christian. It is an honorable badge to 
wear. It may well be the goal of any 
professing follower of the Christ whose 
entire life was dedicated to the services 
of others .... who died for His ene- 
mies as well as for His friends .. . who 
is ready to intercede for all at the 
Father’s throne.
